The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1, line 2: "with a lumen" is changed to "containing a lumen extending from 
a proximal end to a distal end" 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
amendment defines over lumen 46 of Hofling. The applicant's arguments in the appeal 
brief filed 2 January 2009 are persuasive regarding the change in the number of needle 
lumens of Hofling and the undesirability of a single lumen in the device of Edwards due 
to the electrode wires of Edwards. The prior art does not teach or suggest the 
combination of the specific needle shape and the shared lumen of the needles as in 
claim 1. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
